SERMANS FALL 
BACK IN BELGIUM 


Berlin Admits Retreat Over the 


Yser Canal. 


The official report issued from the 


Herman general staff in Berlin ad- 
mits that the German troops have 
withdrawn to the east bank of the 
i'pres canal, near Steenstraete, where 
the forces which recently forced their 
way across to the west bank have 
been under constant attack for many 
days. 


The report also states that the Eng- 


ish 
troops still hold the advanced 


jernian trenches south of Neuve Cha- 
pelle, where the kaiser's troops have 
joen represented as making repeated 
assaults. 


The German 
headquarters report 


says: 


"North of Ypres ^and to the west of 


the canal near Steenstraete and Het 
Sas, the Germans gave up their ad- 
vanced positions and, to avoid losses 
:rom the strong artillery fire of the 
enemy, they drew back their smaller 
:orces to the main positions on th« 
eastern bank of the canal. 


"South of Neuve Chapelle the Brit- 


ish still hold parts of the front trench 
taken on May 15. The fighting con- 
tinues north of Arras. Near Ablaln 
and Neuville French attacks were re- 
pulsed with very heavy losses for the

460,628 Tons of British and 314,465 


Tons German Destroyed. 


Thomas J. MacNamara, parliamen- 


tary secretary of the admiralty, an- 
nounced in reply to a question in the 


j house of commons that 460,628 tons 


of British shipping, other than war- 


' ships, had been sunk or captured by 
. the German navy since the outbreak 


of the war. 


Mr. MacXamara added: 
"The number of persons of all na- 


tionalities killed in connection with 
these sinkings is approximately 1556.

"The tonnage of German shipping, 


not warships, sunk or captured by 
the British navy to May 15, is 314,- 
465. 
So far as known, not one Ger- 


man or neutral subject has been kill- 
ed in connection therewith."

AWAIT WAR DECREE 


Italian Cabinet Goes Into Session to 


Decide Nation's Course. 


Developments of the utmost import- 


ance are expected in the affairs of 
Italy at any moment. 


Premier 
Salancira nas called the 


first formal meeting of his cabinet to 
be held since the passing of the min- 
isterial crisis which resulted in his 
remaining in power, with a virtual 
vindication of his foreign policy. 


It is considered highly probable a 


definite decision for peace or war may 
be reached. A decision probably will 
be reached also as to whether parlia- 
ment shall re-open on May 20, as ar- 
ranged before the ministerial crisis, 
or whether it shall be prorogued. 


Despite an official denial that the 


German and Austrian 
ambassadors 


have asked for their passports, the 
Messagero announced that two spe- 
cial trains had been made up and held 
in readiness for Prince von Buelow 
and Baron von Macchio, German and 
Austrian ambassadors respectively. 


Believe Whole German Front Menaced 


The British troops, continuing their 


drive at the German line near La 
Bassee, have captured another series 
of 
trenches at Richebourg-L'Avoue, 


Bays a Paris dispatch. They took 450 
prisoners. 


Field 
Marshal 
Sir John French 


broke his silence in regard to the 
movements of the British army north- 
west of La Bassee, with the announce- 
ment of an advance of nearly a mile 
into the German line. This, together 
with the continuance of the French 
thrusts both north of Ypres and south- 
west of La Bassee, constitutes the 
outstanding feature of the military 
situation. 


Sir John French, in reporting the 


British advance, says that a body of ' 
Germans, who weie about to surren- ' 
dcr were caught by the artillery fire 
from 
the 
German ranks and were 


practically annihilated. 


Military commentators regard the 


British advance as a genuine break 
of the German line which, if maintain- 
ed, must mean a retreat for a consid- 
erable section of the invaders' forces. 


Recapture of the bridge over the 


Yser canal, at Steenstraete. by the 
French deprives the Germans of their 
last connection with the west side of 
the waterway. German assaults on the 
British position at Ypres seem to have 
spent themselves, at least for the mo- 
ment, as Field Marshal French reports 
all has been quiet there for the last 
forty-eight hours. 


Violent 
attacks launched by the 


Germans in an effort to win back the 
ground lost to the French on the 
heights of Lorette in northern France 
have been repulsed, it is announced in 
an official -statement issued by the 
French war office. 


Four counter assaults of the Ger- 


mans at Notre Dame de Lorette, north 
of Arras, were all checked. The cap- 
ture of 145 prisoners and four mi- 
tlailleuses at Het Sas, in west Flan- 
ders, shows that hard fighting is'still 
in progress north of Arras and in the 
sector of Ypres. 


TURKS SLAY 6000 ARMENIANS 


Van, Asiatic Turkey, Scene of Masa- 


cre, Says a Persian Report. 


Six thousand Armenians have been 


massacre*! at Van, in Armenia, Asi- 
atic Turkey, according to a dispatch 
received in official quarters in London 
from the Russian consul at Urumiah, 
Persia. 


This message is dated May 15. It 


adds that the Armenians are defend- 
ing themselves to the utmost against 
the Turks and Kurds arrayed against 
them, but that help is urgently needed. 


Fear For Constantinople. 


The Turks are rushing all available 


reinforcements for the protection of. 
Constantinople. Practically the whole 
of the Adrianople garrison has been 
sent to the front. Heavy firing can be 
heard from the direction of the Turk- 
ish, captal. 


PRZEMYSL SHELLED 


Teutons Open Bombardment to Retake 


Stronghold Captured by Russians. 
Austrian artillery is bombarding the 


Russian positions at Przemysl, and on 
the right bank of the river San, where 
the czar's troops 
have 
decided to 


make their stand. 


Dispatches from Austrian headquar- 


ters estimated at 200,000 the losses 
suffered by the Russians in their re- 
treat from the Dunajec to San—a re- 
treat in which their third and eighth 
armies wer? almost destroyed. 


The forty-eighth Russian division 


(12,000) was completely shattered. Its 
commander and its entire staff were 
captured. 


Cold Storage Repealer Vetoed. 


Governor Brumbaugh 
vetoed 
the 


Clark senate bill repealing the cold 
storage act of 1913, holding that to 
repeal the present law would leave tha 
public without any safeguard. 


Lusitania Survivors Wed.

BBrlin Admits Retreat Over the 


Yser Canal. 


The official report issued from the 
German general staff in Berlin ad­ 
mits that the Gorman troops have 
withdrawn to the east bank of the 
Vpres canal, near Steenstraete, where 
the forces which recently forced their 
way across to the west bank liavo 
boen under constant attack for many 
tlays. 


The report also states that the Eng­ 
lish 
troops still hold the advanced 
German trenches south of Neuve Clia- 
pelle, where the lcaiser’s troops havo 
been represented as making repeated 
assaults. 


The German 
headquarters report 
says: 


‘‘North of Ypres^and to the west of 
the canal near Steenstraete and Hot 
Sas, the Germans gavo up tlicir ad­ 
vanced positions and, to avoid losses 
from the strong artillery fire of the 
enemy, they drew back their smaller 
forces to the main positions on tli« 
eastern bank of the canal. 


“South of Neuve Chapelle the Brit­ 
ish still hold parts of the front trench 
taken on May 15. The fighting con­ 
tinues north of Arras. Near Ablain 
and Neuville French attacks were re­ 
pulsed with very heavy losses for the 
enemy.”

Believe Whole German Front Menaced 


Thc British troops, continuing their 
drive at the German line near La 
Bassee, have captured another series 
of 
trenches at Richebourg-L’Avoue, 
says a Paris dispatch. They took 450 
prisoners. 


Field 
Marshal 
Sir John French 
brok6 his silence in regard to the 
movements of the British army north­ 
west of La Bassee, with the announce­ 
ment of an advance of nearly a mile 
into the German line. This, together 
with thc continuance of the French 
thrusts both north of Ypres and south- 
west of La Bassee, constitutes the 
outstanding feature of tho military 
situation. 


Sir .John French, in reporting the 
British advance, says that a body of 
Germans, who were about to surren­ 
der were caught by the artillery fire 
from 
the 
German ranks and were 
practically annihilated. 


Military commentators regard the 
British advance as a genuine break 
of the German line which, if maintain­ 
ed, must mean a retreat for a consid­ 
erable section of the invaders/ forces. 


Recapture of the bridge over the 
Yser canal, at Steenstraete, by the 
French deprives the Germans of their 
last connection with the west side of 
the waterway. German assaults on tho 
British position at Ypres seem to have 
spent themselves, at least for the mo­ 
ment, as Field Marshal French reports 
all has been quiet there for the last 
forty-eight hours. 


Violent 
attacks launched by the 
Germans in an effort to win back the 
ground lost to the French on thc 
heights of Lorette in northern Franco 
have been repulsed, it is announced in 
an official .statem ent issued by the 
French war ofilce. 


Four counter assaults of the Ger­ 
mans at Notre Dame de Lorette, north 
of Arras, were all checked. Tho cap­ 
ture of 145 prisoners and four mi- 
tlailleuses at Het Sas, in west Flan* 
ders, shows that hard fighting is still 
in progress north of Arras and in the 
sector of Ypres.

AWAIT WAR_ DECREE 


Italian Cabinet Goes Into Session to 
Dccide Nation*s Course. 


Developments of the utmost import­ 
ance are expected in the affairs of 
Italy at any moment. 


Premier 
Salandra nas called the 
first formal meeting of his cabinet to 
be held since the passing of the min­ 
isterial crisis which resulted in his 
remaining in power, with a virtual 
vindication of his foreign policy. 


It is considered highly probable a 
definite decision for peace or war may 
be reached. A decision probably will 
be reached also as to whether parlia­ 
ment shall re-open on May 20, as ar­ 
ranged before tho ministerial crisis, 
or whether it shall be prorogued. 


Despite an official denial that the 
German and Austrian 
ambassadors 
have asked for their passports, the 
Messagero announced that two spe­ 
cial trains had been made up and held 
in readiness for Prince von Buelow 
and Baron von Macciiio, German and 
Austrian ambassadors respectively. 


TURKS SLAY 6000 ARMENIANS 


Van, Asiatic Turkey, Scene of Mas»- 
ere, Says a Persian Report. 


Six thousand Armenians have been 
massacre*! at Van, in Armenia, Asi­ 
atic Turkey, according to a dispatch 
received in official quarters in London 
from the Russian consul at Urumiah, 
Persia. 


This message is dated May 15. 
It 
adds that the Armenians are defend­ 
ing themselves to the utmost against 
the Turks and Kurds arrayed against 
them, but that help Is urgently needed.

Thomas J. MacNamara, parliamen­ 
tary secretary of the admiralty, an­ 
nounced in reply to a question In the 
house of commons that 460,628 tons 
of British shipping, other than war­ 
ships, had heen sunk or captured by 
the German navy since the outbreak 
of the war.

“The tonnage of German shipping, 
not warships, sunk or captured by

DELICIOUS PINEAPPLE. 


Pineapple is now often in the mar- 


ket- the year round. The price Is pro- 


fa 1 b i t o r y many times; 
but the canned variety 
is stationary as to qual 
ity and price. 
The va 


riety of canned pineap- 
ple now on the market 
Is superior to the homp 
canned because it is not 
al^ayo in prime condi 
tion when reaching our 
markets. There are so 


many delicious desserts, salads and fill- 
ings as well as confections that may 
be prepared from the pineapple that 
't is a most favorite fruit. 


A\ slice of pineapple placed on a 


crisp inner leaf of lettuce, a ball of 
seasoned cream cheese filling the cav- 
ity made by removing the core, add a 
dressing made by thickening the pine- 
apple juice with an egg. season with 
salt and a dash of lemon juice. Olive 
oil may be added if richness is de 
sired or a bit of butter. The dress- 
ing is cooked. 


Pineapple Sherbet.—Take a cupful 


of sugar, three cupfula of boiling wa- 
ter and boil until thick, add the juice 
of a lemon, one can of grated pineap- 
ple, the white of one egg, beaten un- 
til stiff, added after the sherbet is 
partly frozen. 
The sirup makes a 


richer frozen dish than sugar and 
water. 


Pineapple Dessert.—Serve one slice 


of pineapple to each person with a 
ball of vanilla ice cream on each, 
sprinkle with chopped nuts and the 
juice of the pineapple boiled, u»til 
thick, with sugar. 


Another—arrange a slice of pineap"- 


ple for each person, sprinkle with 
nuts. Take the juice from the can, 
heat and add one-half cupful of water, 
me teaspoonful of gelatin and a 
cablespoonful of sugar, more if it is 
liked sweeter. When all is well mixed 
pour over the slices of pineapple and 
put away to cool. Serve with sweet- 
ened whipped cream. 


Pineapple pie is another delicious 


dessert to be made from pineapple 
Bake a rich crust and when cool fill 
with grated pineapple top with a 
sweetened whipped cream and garnish 
with chopped or shredded almonds.

M o c k Sausage 


With Apple.— Pick 
over and soak over 
night one half cup- 
ful of lima beans 
Drain and cook in 


boiling saited water to cover until 
soft. Drain and force through a pure? 
strainer; 
there should be three- 


fourths of a cupful of bean pulp. To 
the pulp add one-fourth of a cupful of 
rolled bread crumbs, three tablespooii- 
fuls of heavy cream or butter and one 
egg slightly beaten. Season with salt 
sage, one-fourth of a teaspoonful of 
salt, and a few dashes OT pepper 
Shape in the form of sausages (mak 
ing thirteen), dip in egg and crumbs 
and fry in olive oil. Pile on a hot 
platter and surround with slices of 
cored apple which have been fried 
until brown on both sides. 
Serve 


while piping hot. 


~ Smothered Cabbage. — Chop a small 
head of cabbage, removing the heart. 
Put three tablespoonfuls of butter in 
a frying pan, add two tablespoonfula 
of flour and turn in the cabbage after 
the butter and flour are well blended, 
then pour on gradually a cupful of 
milk. Bring to the boiling point and 
add two teaspoonfuls of salt, a few 
dashes of pepper, mix thoroughly and 
cover tightly and cook for forty min- 
utes on the back of the range. About 
five cupfuls of cabbage is used for the 
other ingredients. 
All vegetarians 


will relish this toothsome dish. Its 
flavor is delicate and delightful. 


Cheese Pudding. — Cut the crusts 


from a stale baker's loaf and cut 
slices in finger sized strips. 
Cover 


the bottom of baking dish in lattice 
fashion and also place pieces around 
the sides of the pan. Spread these 
with butter. Cut half pound of rich 
cheese in bits and put into the dish, 
add two eggs well beaten and a cupful 
of thin cream or top milk, salt, mus- 
tard, paprika and red pepper 
Bak« 


in a moderate oven thirty minutes and 
serve hot.

REPLACE OLD STEPS HAS TIME OF WORLD 


Those of Capitol at Washington 
Reconstructed. 


Havt Betn In Service Mort Than 
Elfhty Y ean, and Effect® of Time 
Wert Very Plalniy Visible to 
Capitol Visitors. 


Weathered and worn by more than 
eighty years of service, the wide stone 
steps, leading to the east entrance of 
the capitol at Washington are to be 
replaced. 
The wear on tho steps, 
caused by hundreds of thousands of 
persons climbing them, has been so 
great that they have become not only 
unsightly, but also dangerous in their 
present chipped and battered condl* 
tion. It is at the bottom of this flight 
of steps that the president takes the 
oath of office every four years. When 
they were set in place in 1S30, the 
senate and house wings had not yet 
been erected, and the old wooden dome 
was still a part of the structure. Fbr 
beginning the present improvement 
congress appropriated $50,000, but it 
is expected that at least $75,000 addi­ 
tional will be necessary to complete it. 
It is interesting to note that when 
the District of Columbia was origin­ 
ally laid out, it was the belief that 
the ultimate growth would he to the 
southeast. It was because of this that

the main entrance of the capitol was 
made to face the e a st 
Contrary to

and systematize the work of mitigat­ 
ing the results of earthquakes, vol­ 
canic eruptions, flood and other anal­ 
ogous disasters, and should provide 
state insurance against the losses due 
to these agencies.—Scientific Ameri­ 
can.

Single Dial of Chronometer Re- 


cords it All. 


Invention Both Mechanically Clever 
and Artistic Haa Been Awarded a 
Patent by the Authorities at 
Waahlngton. 


A chronometer, indicating on a tin* 
gle dial the tlmo at any city in th« 
world, v b i recently awarded a pat­ 
ent, according to Popular Meehanica. 


Odd Clock Which Shows the Time of 
Every Place in the World. 


The instrument consists of a globe 
of the earth inclosed in a glass dome, 
around the circumference of which 
is an hour and minute scale. 
Half 
of the characters are in white and tho 
other half black, indicating day and 
night. 
The dome is so mounted that 
it revolves once every 24 hours, so 
that if it is desired to know the time 
at Paris, it i3 only necessary to fol­ 
low a longitudinal line leading from 
the position occupied by that city on 
the globe to the dial. If the figure ap­ 
pears in white, the hour which it rep­ 
resents is that of day. A second dial 
at the base of the sphere shows the 
local time, although this could be 
read on the universal dial. 


Russia’s Monster Aeroplanes. 


A good deal has been heard concern­ 
ing the British and German aero­ 
planes, but the great Sikorsky bi­ 
planes used by the troops of the czar 
have been rather overlooked. 
These 
machines, invented by a famous Rus* 
sian named Sikorsky, are by far the 
biggest aeroplanes being flown in the 
war—in fact, they are the largest in 
the world. 
They stand 16 feet high, 
and are about 100 feet wide. 
The 
Sikorsky can carry almost as many 
passengers as an airship. 
Twenty 
men can be accommodated in tho 
large passenger cabin, which is con­ 
structed of metal and contains numer­ 
ous windows. 
In this machine three 
engines are fitted, which give a total 
of nearly 1,000 horsepower, for, ow­ 
ing to the Sikorsky biplane weigh­ 
ing 
in 
itself 
one 
and 
a 
half 
tons, and having so large a crew to 
carry, it demands high power to pull 
it off the ground and k*ep it in the 
air. 


The weight of the machine has ne­ 
cessitated 
an 
elaborate 
landing 
chassis, 
composed 
of 
numerous 
springs and pneumatic tubes, so that 
the huge biplane can alight safely on 
rough ground at a speed of GO miles 
an hour.

ENEMY OF 


Ducks Feed Voraciously on Pes- 


tiferous insect 


Experiment Prove* Ability to Clear 


Pond* of the Larvae and Pupae 


in Short Order—Are Better 


Than Goldfish. 


The duck is one of the greatest 


known enemies of the mosquito. 
Therefore, it is also the sworn enemy 
of the diseases transmitted by this 
pestiferous insect If you are fearful 
Df malaria or any other disease car- 
ried by the mosquito, keep ducks. 
This advice comes from Dr. Samuel 
G. Dixon, state health commissioner 
of Pennsylvania, who says of the 
efficiency of the duck as a febrifuge: 


"After trying the ability of fish to 


devour larvae and pupae of mos- 
quitoes, with varied success, I buiii 
two dams near, together on the same 
stream, so that each would have the 
same environment for the breedin 
of mosquitoes.- Each covered nearly 
1,400 
square feet. In orie 20 mallard 


ducks were permitted to feed, while 
the other was entirely protected from 
waterfowl but well stocked with .gold- 
fish. 


"The one in which the ducks fed 


was for several months entirely free 
from mosquitoes, while the pond pro- 
tected from ducks and .stocked with 
fish was swarming with young In- 
sects in different cycles of life. 


"To the infested pond ten well-fed 


mallard ducks were then admitted, 
and as they entered the pond they 
were first attracted by tadpoles. They, 
however, soon recognized the pres- 
ence of larvae and pupae of the mos- 
quito and immediately turned their at- 
tention to these, ravenously devour- 
ing them in preference to any other 
foodstuffs present. At the end of 24 
hours no pupae were to be found, and 
in 48 hours only a few small larvae 
survived. 


"While the other birds, fish, spiders, 


batrachians, arthropods and reptiles 
are all enemies of the mosquito, none 
of them has the wide geographical 


range and the capacity of devouring 
large numbers of the larvae and 
pupae on land and water as has the 
duck." 


Animals' Monuments. 


The monument to the cat that saved 


Lieutenant Lloyd from perishing from 
cold, which it is proposed to erect at 
Newport Castle, England, will not be 
the only monument commemorating 
the devotion of a dumb animal 
Crouched at the feet of William the 
Silent on his tomb at Delft lies an 
exquisitely chiseled effigy of a span- 
iel. This dog saved his master's life 
by scratching his face and barking 
when, in a night attack on the camp 
before Mons, a hand of Spanish sol- 
diers were on the point of entering 
his tent. He and all his guards were 
fast asleep, and there was but just 
time for the prince, after the spaniel 
had roused him, to make his escape 
through the darkness. "To his dying 
day," relates Motley, "William ever 
afterwards kept a spaniel of the same 
race in his bedchamber."

Then they 
squat down close to the ground, wag 
their tails from side to side, and re- 
main motionless until I see the game 
and shoot. Then they dash forward, 
seizing the animal or bird and hold it 
until I arrive."

According to a census bureau re- 


port just issued the death rate in the 
United States in 19J13 was about one- 
fifth of one per cent greater than in 
the year before, but for the same yeai 
the deaths from tuberculosis dropped 
from 149.5 in the 100.000 to 147.6. Thai 
is to say, the general death rate rose 
a little, while the rate from tubercu- 
losis fell perceptibly in the same pe- 
riod. Tuberculosis is the disease which 
has attracted the greatest amount ol 
public attention, and the one against 
which preventive measures have been 
most vigoi-ous of late years. The peo- 
ple understand the danger, know some- 
thing about how to avoid it, and are 
treating the prevention of the disease 
as a public problem. 
The figures 


which the census, bureau gives are evU 
dence that they are succeeding and 
should give new courage to the fight 
not only against, tuberculosis but 
against preventable disease of all 
kinds.—St. Louis Republic. 


Tin Grows Scarce. 


With regard to the future use of tin, 


it may be said that we are dealing 
with the one metal whose known ore 
reserves are entirely inadequate to 
even the present demands, and that 
unless some new source of supply is 
developed very soon we may expect 
to find that tin is a very scarce metal 
indeed. 
Of the present sources of 


tin supply, most are either stationary 
or receding in output, Bolivia being 
the only one which gives promise of 
permanency and of future growth. 
Under these conditions the question of 
substitute metals becomes of impor- 
tance and aluminum, zinc and steel 
all have some possibilities in this di- 
rection in one way or another.—En- 
gineering Magazine.

British Medical Journal Says the Littie 
Fellows Are Good for Trench

London.—That little men have many 
advantages in war time over their 
bigger brothers is an argument ad­ 
vanced in the British Medical Journal. 


After expressing the view that 30,000 
have been lost to. the army in the last 
few weeks owing to the present high 
standard, the journal says: 


"Not a little is to be said in favor 
of short infantry. 
Short men occupy 
less room in transport. 
They find 
cover more easily and offer a smaller 
mark to bullets and shrapnel. 
They 
are better sheltered in trenches and 
require to dig less deep trenches to 
protect themselves. 


"It takes less khaki to clothe them 
and less leather to boot them. 
The 
army blanket covers them more amply 
and they need much less food than 
tall, thin men to keep up their body 
heat and maintain their marching en­ 
ergy. 


"Those who stand the rigors of cold 
climates are not always big men and 
the sailor, like the wind-swept tree on 
the coast, may 
be a 
short 
man. 
W armth and easy conditions of life 
rather tend to the development of tall 
men. 


“The cavalry and artillerymen re­ 
quire to be big and powerful, but as 
to those w'ho burrow in the trenches, 
how can it matter whether they are 
four feet nine or five feet six? We are 
not out for a show and a parade, but 
to win a war of sieges and attrition."

h ! b i t o r y many times; 
but the canned variety 
is stationary as to qual­ 
ity and price. 
Tho va­ 
riety of canned pineap­ 
ple now on tho market 
is superior to the home 
canned because it is not 
always in prime condi­ 
tion when reaching our 
markets. 
There are so 
many delicious desserts, salads and fill­ 
ings as well as confections that may 
be prepared from the pineapple that 
■t is a most favorite fruit. 


A^ slice of pineapple placed on a 
crisp inner leaf of lettuce, a ball of 
seasoned cream cheese filling the cav­ 
ity made by removing the core, add a 
dressing made by thickening the pine­ 
apple juice with an egg, season with 
salt and a dash of lemon juice. Olive 
oil may be added if richness is de 
sired or a bit of butter. 
The dress­ 
ing Is cooked. 


Pineapple Sherbet.—Take a cupful 
of sugar, three cupfuls of boiling wa­ 
ter and boil until thick, add the juice 
of a lemon, one can of grated pineap­ 
ple, the white of one egg, beaten un­ 
til stiff, added after the sherbet is 
partly frozen. 
Tho sirup makes a 
richer frozen dish than sugar and 
water. 


Pineapple Dessert,—Serve one slice 
of pineapple to each person with a 
ball of vanilla ice cream on each, 
sprinkle with chopped nuts and the 
juice of the pineapple boiled, uirtil 
thick, with sugar. 


Another—arrange a slice of pineap­ 
ple for each person, sprinkle with 
nuts. 
Take the juice from the can, 
heat and add one-half cupful of water, 
?ne teaspoonful of gelatin and a 
cablespoonful of sugar, more if it is 
liked sweeter. When all is well mixed 
pour over the slices of pineapple and 
put away to cool. 
Serve with sweet­ 
ened whipped cream. 


Pineapple pie is another delicious 
dessert to be made from pineapple 
Bake a rich crust and when cool fill 
with grated pineapple top with a 
sweetened whipped cream and garnish 
with chopped or shredded almonds.

those who are not 
mating meat. 


M o c k 
Sausage 
With Apple.—Pick 
over and soak over 
night one half cup­ 
ful of lima beans. 
Drain and cook in 
boiling salted water to cover until 
soft. Drain and force through a pure* 
strainer; 
there 
should 
be 
three- 
fourths of a cupful of bean pulp. 
To 
the pulp add one-fourth of a cupful of 
rolled bread crumbs, three tablespoon­ 
fuls of heavy cream or butter and one 
egg slightly beaten. Season with salt 
sage, one-fourth of a teaspponful of 
salt, and a few dashes of pepper 
Shape in the form of sausages (mak 
ing thirteen), dip in egg and crumbs 
and fry in olive oil. 
Pile on a hot 
platter and surround with slices of 
cored apple which have been fried 
until brown on both sides. 
Serve 
while piping hot. 


Smothered Cabbage.—Chop a small 
head of cabbage, removing the heart. 
Put three tablespoonfuls of buttor in 
a frying pan, add two tablespoonfuls 
of flour and turn in the cabbage after 
the butter and flour are well blended, 
then pour on gradually a cupful of 
milk. 
Bring to the boiling point and 
add two teaspoonfuls of salt, a few 
dashes of pepper, mix thoroughly and 
cover tightly and cook for forty min­ 
utes on the back of the range. About 
five cupfuls of cabbage is used for tho 
other Ingredients. 
All vegetarians 
will relish this toothsome dish.

Pudding.—Cut the crusts 
from a stale baker's loaf and cut 
slices in finger sized strips.

Cut half pound of rich 
cheese in bits and put into the dish, 
add two eggs well beaten and a cupful 
of thin cream or top milk, salt, mus­ 
tard, paprika and red pepper.

ENEMY OF MOSQUITO HUNTER IISES CATS 


Ducks Feed Voraciously on Pes­ 
tiferous Insect. 


Says They Are Valuable as Well- 
Trained Dogs. 


Experiment Proves Ability to Clear 
Ponds of the Larvae and Pupae 
in Short Order—Are Better 
Than Goldfish.

The duck Is on© of tho greatest 
known 
enemies 
of 
the 
mosquito. 
Therefore, it is also the sworn enemy 
of the diseases transmitted by this 
pestiferous insect. If you aro fearful 
of malaria or any other disease car­ 
ried by the mosquito, keep ducks. 
This advice comes from Dr. Snmuel 
G. Dixon, state health commissioner 
of Pennsylvania, who says of the 
efficiency of the duck as a febrifuge: 


“After trying the ability of fish to 
devour larvae and pupae of mos­ 
quitoes, with varied success, I built 
two dams near, together on the samo 
stream, so that each would have the 
same environment for the breeding 
of mosquitoes. 
Each covered nearly 
1,400 square feet. 
In oiie 20 mallard 
ducks were permitted to feed, while 
the other was entirely protected from 
waterfowl but well stocked with gold­ 
fish. 


“The one in which the ducks fed 
was for several months entirely free 
from mosquitoes, while the pond pro­ 
tected from ducks and stocked with 
fish was swarming with young in­ 
sects in different cycles of life. 


“To the infested pond ten well-fed 
mallard ducks were then admitted, 
and as they entered the pond they 
were first attracted by tadpoles. They, 
however, soon recognized the pres­ 
ence of larvae and pupae of the mos­ 
quito and immediately turned their at­ 
tention to these, ravenously devour­ 
ing them in preference to any other 
foodstuffs present. At the end of 24 
hours no pupae were to be found, and 
in 48 hourB only a few small larvae 
survived. 


“While the other birds, fish, spiders, 
batrachians, arthropods and reptiles 
are all enemies of the mosquito, none 
of them has the wide geographical

to kill opossums and raccoons, the fe­ 
lines are used principally in hunting 
rabbits, squirrels and quail 
Mr. Nimmo says that on sight of 
game they assume rigid position, like 
that of a pointer, except that they 
move their tails slightly, and wait for 
him to come and shoot the game they 
have found. 
Never, he says, have 
they rushed forward to kill the game 
or to stalk it. 
When Mr. Nimmo 
shoots they retrieve the fallen game, 
and if it is not dtad, kill it by biting 
it in the neck. 


“Tom and Jerry,” says Mr Nimmo, 
“will follow me like dogs for miles 
through the woods until they see oi 
scent a rabbit or squirrel. Then they 
squat down close to the ground, wag 
their tails from side to side, and re 
main motionless until I see the game 
and shoot. 
Then they dash forward, 
seizing the animal or bird and hold it 
until I arrive.”

Gaining on Tuberculosis. 


According to a census bureau re­ 
port just issued the death rate in the 
United States in 1913 was about one 
fifth of one per cent greater than in 
the year before, but for the same yeai 
the deaths from tuberculosis dropped 
from 149.5 in the 100.000 to 147.6. That 
is to say, the general death rate rose 
a little, while the rate from tubercu­ 
losis fell perceptibly In the same pe- 
riod. Tuberculosis is the disease which 
has attracted the greatest amount ol 
public attention, and the one against 
which preventive measures have been 
most vigorous of late years. The peo- 
pie understand the danger, know some­ 
thing about how to avoid it, and are 
treating the prevention of the disease 
as a public problem. 
The figures 
which the census bureau gives are evi* 
dence that they are succeeding and 
should give new courage to the fight 
not only 
against tuberculosis 
but 
against preventable disease of aU 
kinds.—St. Louis Republic.

Under these conditions the question of 
substitute metals becomes of impor­ 
tance and aluminum, zinc and steel 
all have some possibilities in this di­ 
rection in one way or another.—En-

John R- Hughes Into the 


Service. 


NEVER LOST A BATTLE 


In Continuous Service Since 1887 and 


Was Promoted From Private to 


Present Rank by Superiors 


Being Killed. 


Ysleta, Tex.—Capt John R. Hughes, 


the oldest ranger in the state serv- 
ice in point of years, is to retire. His 
resignation has been handed in after 
a continuous service since 1887. He 
entered as a private and on July 4, 
1893, was made a captain, all of bis 
superior officers having been killed 
in desperate fights with fierce border 
bandits 


He was led to talk about himself 


and his career. He pictured it in 
simple, plain words. 


The tale as he told it follows: 
"Before I enlisted in the raagcr 


force, 1 was a ranchman on the line 
ot Travis and Williamson counties 
A band of thieves stole about seven- 
ty-five head of horses from my range 
Among them were sixteen head of 
mine. 1 followed them to New Mexi- 
co, got all my horses back and a lot 
of my neighbors' horses. The band 
of men were convicted for stealing my 
horses, and sent to the New Mexico 
penitentiary. 


Threats Made Him Ranger. 


"I just lacked fifteen days of being 


gone a year on that trip. When 1 re- 
turned home 1 unbuckled my pistol 
and went about attending to my stock 
and wanted to be at peace with the 
World. The friends of the men that 
I had followed to New Mexico would 
not let me alone. One of them came 
to the ranch to kill me. 1 was ab- 
sent, but a ranger had arrived at the 
ranch Just after I had left The rang- 
er was hunting the man who was 
bunting me. They exchanged shots 
The ranger shot the pistol out of his 
hand, but the man got away. 


"He was wanted for murder, and 


some other offense. The ranger asked 
me to help catch the men. About 
three weeks later we rounded him np, 
but, unfortunately, he would not sur- 
render, and was killed.

Capt. Frank Jones 
was killed on Pirate island by Mex- 
icans on June 30, 1S93, and 1 was ap- 
pointed by Governor Hogg to fill his 
jlace. My appointment as captain is 
dated July 4, 1893. 


"I have a scrapbook that Is very 


interesting to all old-timers, and a 
great many of my friends want me to 
write a book of my fife as a ranger, 
but 1 don't expect to ever do so for 
several reasons. One of those Is that 
I do not crave notoriety. Another is

DEMAND ON CHINA 


Ultimatum Omits Group V at 


Which Pekin Balked. 


BELIEVE CRISIS IS PASSED 


The 
Chinese 
Government 
Accepts 


Modified 
Demands and an Armed 


Conflict Is Averted. 


In presenting its ultimatum to Chi- 


na, Japan omitted from the present 
negotiations all items in group V of 
the amended list of demands, with 
the exception of the portion dealing 
with concessions in Fu-Kien, on which 
an agreement already has been reach- 
ed. The demands in group V are re- 
served for future discussion. 


The Chinese government has accept- 


ed the modified demands, and all dan- 
ger of an armed conflict is passed. 


The Japanese government announc- 


ed that all army and naval orders to- 
ward China had been rescinded. 


The Fu-Kien aticle in group V of 


the Japanese demands stipulates that 
.if China needs foreign capital to work 
mines, build railways or construct har- 
bor works in the province, Japan is 
to be consulted. The other articles in- 
clude demands that China shall em- 
ploy influential Japanese as political, 
financial and military advisers, pur- 
chase 50 per cent or more of needed 
munitions of war from Japan and al- 
low Japanese subjects to propagate 
Buddhism in China.

THE WAR

TUESDAY. 


The German and Austrian -war of- 


Bces combine in announcing a great 
victory over the Russian armies be- 
tween the Vistula and the Carpath- 
ians, Austria claiming that 30,000 pris- 
oners have been made, while Berlin 
Adds to the number. 


Three more towns, east and north 


of Ypres, have been captured by the 
Germans in Flanders. Sir John French 
admits the loss of Zonnebeke, saying 
that a retirement was necesitated by 
the German occupation of St. Julien, 
thus opening Zonnebeke to a flank 
fire. 


British forces are reported advanc- 


ing into the interior of the Gallipoli 
peninsula, near the Dardanelles. Al- 
lied troops have landed near Smyrna 
and the fleet has bombarded the city. 


WEDNESDAY. 


Vienna reports that the Austro-Ger- 


man victory in Galicia has made the 
Russian position in the western Car- 
pathians untenable, and that the czar's 
forces are fleeing from Hungary. Pe- 
trograd admits that Libau and Mitau, 
in the Baltic provinces, are menaced 
by German troops. 


Russian progress is reported near 


the Nieinen river, in nJtth Poland, 
and a heavy battle in south Poland, 
where the Germans are trying to force 
their way across the Nida river. 


Reports to London say that British 


troops are pushing their way up the 
Gallipoli peninsula, in the fighting for 
the Dardanelles. The Turks, it is re- 
ported, are preparing to move their 
capital to Eski Shehir, Asia Minor. 


Berlin announces that the British 


troops continue their retreat, east of 
Ypres. The British explanation is that 
troops were withdrawn to straighten 
the allied line. 


THURSDAY. 


Vienna claims continued advances 


In Galicia, the Russians losing "posi- 
tion after position." It is said that 
Tarnow has been taken. The Austrian 
war oflice says 50,000 Russians have 
been made prisoners. 


Severe fighting has been renewed 


near the German wedge at St. Mihiel, 
In France, iwhere the Germans have 
captured a height. London admits the 
Germans have taken Hill No. 60, near 
Ypres, which the British recently cap- 
tured In a furious battle. The Ger- 
man lines now are within three miles 
of Ypres. 


The allies claim a repulse of the 


Turkish attack on the British camp 
at Krithia, on the Gallipoli peninsula, 
near the Dardanelles, and an advance 
Into the interior.

More than 1000 lives, American citi-

steward expressed his belief that no 
more than 500 or 600 were saved. 


The German general staff announc- 


ed that British attempts to recover 


• Hill No. 60 at Ypres have failed, that 
further gains have been made here by 
the Germans, and that French attacks 
between the Meuse and the Moselle 
and north of Steinbruck have been re- 
pulsed. 


In the eastern theater the Germans 


report complete success on the lower 
Dunajec and say that the Russians are 
retreating hastily from the CarpatU 
lans, closely followed by the Austro- 
German troops. 


SATURDAY. 


Cable reports from London place 


the number of lives lost on the Lusi- 
tania at 1214, of 
whom 108 were 


Americans. Many of the passengers 
and crew were injured by the explod- 
ing torpedoes, several dying before 
they were landed. The German admir- 
alty says the Lusitania carried arms 
and ammunition and was sunk for that 
reason. 


The German war office in Berlin an- 


nounces the capture of Libau, in Rus- 
sia. Libau is a port on the Baltic sea. 


Russian reports say a big battle is 


raging in Galicia and the advance of 
the Austro-German forces is halted. 


.The official French report claims 


gains at several points along the west- 
ern battle front. 


SUNDAY. 


Thousands of Austrians and Ger- 


mans flee from Italy as the Italian 
troops are massed. Special trains are 
rushing the Teutonic allies to- the 
frontier.

In presenting its ultimatum to Chi­ 
na, Japan omitted from the present 
negotiations all items in group V of 
the amended list of demands, with 
the exception of the portion dealing 
with concessions in Fu-Kien, on which 
an agreement already has been reach­ 
ed. The demands in group V are re 
served for future discussion. 


The Chinese government has accept­ 
ed the modified demands, and all dan­ 
ger of an armed conflict is passed. 


The Japanese government announc­ 
ed that all army and naval orders to­ 
ward China had been rescinded. 


The Fu-Kien aticle in group V of 
the Japanese demands stipulates that 
jf China needs foreign capital to work 
mines, build railways or construct har­ 
bor works in the province, Japan is 
to be consulted. The other articles in­ 
clude demands that China shall em­ 
ploy influential Japanese as political, 
financial and military advisers, pur­ 
chase 50 per cent or more of needed 
munitions of war from Japan and al­ 
low Japanese subjects to propagate 
Buddhism in China.

Tee United States sent to Germany 


a. note protesting against the sinking 
of the Lusitania, with the loss of more 
than 100 American lives, and other 
violations of American rights on the 
high seas. 


After three days of preparation by 


President Wilson, with the assistance 
of 
his 
cabinet, the document was 


finally dispatched. A copy of the note 
ivas delh ered to Count von Bernstorff, 
the German ambassador, hy the state 
department as a courtesy, and copies 
were similarly cabled to the Ameri- 
can ambassadors at London, Paris and 
Petrograd for their own information. 


In some quarters friendly to Ger- 


aaany the impression prevailed that 
zhe Berlin government would accede 
to the American demands, but state 
its expectation that the United States 
would endeavor to secure the unre- 
stricted passage of foodstuffs and con- 
ditional contiabaud consigned to the 
civilian population of Germany. 


Although no mention is understood 


to he made as to the time when -a r»- 
ply is expected from the imperial gov- 
ernment, the belief is that the Ger- 
raan foreign office, realizing the state 
o£ feeling in the United States, will 
answer promptly. 


The note does not say what steps 


•will be taken or what course will be 
pursued in the event of an unlavor- 
able reply, but indicates that the Unit- 
ed States will spare no pains either 
Ijy diplomatic representations or oth- 
erwise, to obtain an acquiescence in 
its position. 


The principal points in the Ameri- 


can note are as follows: 


The United States government calls 


attention to the various incidents in 
Ehe war zone proclaimed by Germany 
around the British Isles; the sinking 
of. the British liner Falabia, with the 
loss of Leon C. Thresher, an Ameri- 
can; the attack by German airmen on 
tke American steamer Cushing; the 
torpedoing, without warning, of the 
American steamship Gulflight, flying 
the Stars and Stripes, and finally the 
torpedoing without warning of the Lu- 
sijtania, with its loss of more than a 
thousand 
lives 
of non-combatants, 


among them more than 100 Ameri- 
cans. 


These acts are declared to be inde- 


fensible under international law. The 
United States points out that it never 
admitted Germany's right to do them, 
and .warned the imperial government 
that it would be held to a "strict ac- 
countability" for attacks on American 
•vessels or Yves. A strict accounting, 
therefore, is now asked 
from Ger- 


aiany. 


Expressions of regret may comply 


•with the legal precedents, but they 
are valueless unless accompanied by 
a. cessation of the practices endanger 
ing lives of non-combatants. 


The right ot neutrals to travel any 


jpoint of the high seas on neutral or 
belligerent merchantmen is asserted 


In the name of humanity and inter

Declares at Banquet America Asks 


Nothing For Herself Except What 


She Can Ask For Humanity. 


The greatest ovation ever given to 


a president of the United States was 
accorded President Woodrow Wilson 
when he carne ashore in New York to 
review the naval parade. 


Half a million persons, who turned 


oat despite the wind and rain, fren- 
ziedly cheered and waved their hats, 
and as the brass bands from the bat- 
tleships in the harbor 
crashed out 


martial 
music, 
the 
demonstration 


passed all bounds. 


Afterward Joseph Tumulty, the sec- 


retary of the president, said: 


"The president is more affected by 


this reception than by anything he 
has experienced lately. 
It is the 


;reatest patriotic outburst I have ever 
seen." 


Following 
the 
review, President 


Wilson delivered a patriotic address 
at the civic banquet in his honor and 
stirred an audience ot 500 citizens and 
officers of the Atlantic fleet into a 
v/ild tumult of applause. 


In the course of his speech, which 


because ot the present strained state 
of international affairs is taken to be 
highly significant, the president de- 
clared the interesting and inspiring 
thing about this country is that it asks 
nothing for itself except what it has 
a right to as,k for humanity. He said 
America wants no nation's property 
and 
questions 
no nation's 
honor. 


America stands for that which every 
nation should wish to stand for, he 
said. 
When a crisis comes in this 


country, he declared, it was as if you 
put your hands on the pulse of a dy- 
namo. He said this spirit was now pre- 
vailing in New York, where the great 
fleet is assembled, not as a threat 
against any man or nation, but just 
as evidence that the force of America 
is lifted for great moral principles. 
The country will contend for nothing 
else, he said. 


Rain continued to fall for about fif- 


teen minutes after the president en? 
tered tlie reviewing stand. He stood 
out in front on the platform, with 
Acting Mayor McAneny at his • right 
and Secretary of the Navy Daniels at 
his left. Every time an American flag 
came into sight in the parade the 
president 
tipped his hat, and rain, 


dripping 
down 
from 
flags strung 


across the top of the platform, spat- 
tered on his head. 


The raiu ceased, however, before 


the parade was finished. Both Secre- 
tary Daniels, Private Secretary Tu 
multy and other members of the party 
Avere thoroughly soaked. 


The president took the keenest in- 


terest in the bluejackets. 
His faco 


beamed 
with smiles as the sailors 


marched by. His little grandniece, Ann 
Cothran, stood with him during a part 
of the parade. His daughter Margaret 
also was with him. 


The program called for Mr. Wilson's 


return to the Mayflower immediately 
after the luncheon. Then the raising 
of the president's flag was the sign& 
that the commander-in-chief of the 
fleet was ready to receive formal calls 
from its flag officers and captains. 


This ceremony completed, the May 


flower weighed anchor for the review 
Her course, cleared of all other traf 
fie, was north between the battleships 
and the Manhattan shore.

27 British 
Aeroplanes Bring Down 


German Zeppelin. 


The story of a duel between a Zep 


pelin and a squadron of twenty-seven 
British aeroplanes has reached the 
London Daily Mail by way of Rotter 
dam. 


"This Zeppelin," says the account 


"had 
been frequently seen cruising in 


the neighborhood of Brussels. Abou 
eight o'clock in the evening it wa 
suddenly surrounded and attacked b; 
twenty-seven aeroplanes. The Zeppe- 
lin put up a spirited fight with ma 
chine guns and tried to escape by ris 
ing. But the aeroplanes meneuverec 
skilfully and gave the bulky airship 
no chance. 


"Within a few minutes the Zeppelin 


had received several mortal wounds 
and fell. All the crew of sixty were 
killed. Two aeroplanes were destroyed 
by the Zeppelin's guns.

The United States sent to Germany 
a, note protesting against the sinking 
of the Lusitania, with the loss of more 
than 100 American lives, and other 
violations of American rights on the 
high seas. 


After three days of preparation by 
President Wilson, with the assistance 
of 
liis 
cabinet, the document was 
finally dispatched. A copy of the note 
was delivered to Count von Bernstorff, 
the German ambassador, by the state 
«department as a courtesy, and copies 
were similarly cabled to the Ameri­ 
can ambassadors at London, Paris and 
Petrograd for their own information. 


In some quarters friendly to Ger­ 
m any the impression prevailed that 
the Berlin government would accede 
to the American demands, but state 
its expectation that the United States 
would endeavor to secure the unre­ 
stricted passage of foodstuffs and con­ 
ditional contraband consigned to the 
civilian population of Germany. 


Although no mention is understood 
¿o he made as to the timo when *a rs- 
ply is expected from the imperial gov­ 
ernment, the belief is that the Ger­ 
m an foreign office, realizing the stata 
of feeling in the United States, will 
answ er promptly. 


The note does not say what steps 
will be taken or what course will be 
pursued in the event of an unfavor­ 
able reply, but indicates that the Unit­ 
ed States will spare no pains either 


diplomatic representations or oth­ 
erwise, to obtain an acquiescence in 
its position. 


The principal points in the Ameri­ 
can note are as follows: 


The United States government calls 
altontion to the various incidents in 
ti.be war zone proclaimed by Germany 
around the British Isles; the sinking 
of the British liner Falabia, with the 
loss of Leon C. Thresher, an Ameri- 
«can; the attack by German airmen on 
th e American steamer Cushing; the 
torpedoing, without warning, of the 
¿American steamship Gulllight, flying 
th e Stars and Stripes, and finally the 
torpedoing without warning of the Lu­ 
sitania, with its loss of more than a 
thousand 
lives 
of 
non-combatants, 
among them more than 1U0 Ameri­ 
cans. 


Tlieso acts are declared to bo inde­ 
fensible under international law. The 
United States points out that it never 
admitted Germany's right to do them, 
and .warned the imperial government 
that it would bo held to a “strict ac­ 
countability”* for attacks on American 
vessels or lives. A strict accounting, 
therefore, is now 
asked 
from Ger- 
M3 any. 


Expressions of regret may comply 
w ith the legal precedents, but they 
«re valueless unless accompanied by 
cessation of the practices endanger­ 
ing lives of non-combatants. 


The right of neutrals to travel any 
¡point of the high seas on neutral or 
Belligerent merchantmen is asserted. 


In the name of humanity and inter­ 
national law, the United States do- 
zmands a guarantee that these rights 
will bo respected, and that there bo 
mo repetition of the attacks on mer­ 
chantm en carrying non-combatants. 


The giving of warnings to the Amer­ 
ican public without officially commit' 
Dicating them to the United States 
¿governmoot is commented on in con- 
inaction with the German embassy’s 
¡printed advertisement before the sail- 
xuig of the Lusitania, .but irrespective 
of the failure to advise the American 
government of 
Germany’s 
purpose, 
¡the point is made that notice of an 
intention 
to 
do 
an 
unlawful 
act 
nelthor justified nor legalized it. 


The 
suggestion is conveyed that 
th e 
German 
government of course 
tiould not have intended lo destroy in- 
woeent lives, and that consequently 
th e Gorman 
submarine commanders 
m u st have 
misunderstood their in­ 
structions. The American government 
indicates Its hope that this will bu 
/uund to be true, and a v essation ol 
th e unlawful practices thereby will 
ruttult. 


in conclusion, Germany's attention 
5fj called to the earnestness of the 
¿government find people of the United 
s ta te s in this situation. It is made 
jpluln that the United States will leave 
¿nothing undone either in diplomatic 
representations or other action to ob 
fain A compliance by Germany to the 
ruquests made. 


Dcciares at Banquet America Ask* 
Nothing For Herself Exccpt What 
She Can Aok For Humanity. 


The greatest ovation ever given to 
a president of the United States was 
accorded President Woodrow Wilson 
when he came ashore in New York to 
review the naval parade. 


Half a million persons, who turned 
out despite the wind and rain, Iren- 
ziodly cheered and waved their hats, 
and as the brass bands from the bat­ 
tleships ip the harbor 
crashed out 
martial 
music, 
the 
demonstration 
passed all bounds. 


Afterward Joseph Tumulty, the sec* 
retary of the president, said: 


“The president is more affected by 
this reception than by anything he 
has 
experienced 
lately. 
It is 
the 
greatest patriotic outburst I have ever 
seen.” 


Following 
th<> 
review, President 
Wilson delivered a patriotic address 
at the civie banquet in his honor and 
stirred an audience of 500 citizens and 
officers of the Atlantic fleet into a 
wild tumult of applause. 


In the course of his speech, which 
because of the present strained state 
of international affairs is taken to be 
highly significant, the R esident de­ 
clared the interesting and inspiring 
thing about this country is that it asks 
nothing for itself except what it has 
a right to ask for humanity. He said 
America wants no nation’s property 
and 
questions 
no 
nation's 
honor. 
America stands for that which every 
nation should wish to stand for, he 
said. 
When a crisis comes in this 
country, he declared, it was as if you 
put your linnds on the pulse of a dy­ 
namo. He said this spirit was now pre« 
vailing in New York, where the great 
fleet is assembled, not as a throat 
against any man or nation, but just 
as evidence that the force of America 
is lifted for great moral principles, 
The country will contend for nothing 
else, he said. 


Rain continued to fall for about fif­ 
teen minutes after the president en 
tered the reviewing stand. 
He stood 
out In front on the platform, with 
Acting Mayor McAneny at his* right 
and Secretary of the Navy Daniels at 
his left. Every time an American flag 
came into sight In the parade the 
president 
tipped his hat, and rain, 
dripping 
down 
from 
flags 
strung 
across the top of the platform, spat 
tered on his head. 


The rain ceased, however, beforo 
the parade was finished. Both Secre 
tary Daniels, Private Secretary Tu 
multy and other members of the party 
were thoroughly soaked. 


The president took the keenest in 
terest in tiie bluejackets. 
His face 
beamed 
with 
smiles as the sailors 
marched by. Ills little grandniece, Ann 
Cothran, stood with him during a part 
of the parade. His daughter Margaret 
also was with him. 


The program called for Mr. Wilson’s 
return to the Mayflower immediately 
after the luncheon. Then the raising 
of the president’s flag was the signal 
that the commander-in-chief of the 
fleet was ready to receive formal calls 
from its flag officers and captains. 


This ceremony completed, the May* 
flower weighed anchor for the review. 
Her course, cleared of all other traf­ 
fic, was north between the battleships 
and the Manhattan shore, The May 
flower’s escort was a division ,of de­ 
stroyers, followed by the 
dispatch 
boat Dolphin, carrying Secretary Dan 
iels, and by the fleet tender Yankton, 
the police boat patrol and the auxil« 
iary cruiser Dixie.

Germany Will Spare Neutrals. 


Germany, through Ambassador Ger­ 
ard, notified the United ¿States that 
subm arine commanders had been spe­ 
cifically instructed not to harm neu­ 
tra l vessels not engaged in hostile 
acts; and ihat Germany would pay 
tor damages to such ships in the war 
sione. 


Neutral ships carrying contraband 
vrill be dealt with, the announcement 
says, according to the rules of na\al 
warfare. 
If neutral ships are acci 
de^tiilly damaged Jn the war zone, 
Germany will express its regrets aud 
pay damages without prise court pro- 
cuttdings* 


27 British 
Aeroplanes 
Bring Down 
German Zeppelin. 


The story of a duel between a Zep« 
pelin and a squadron of twenty-seven 
British aeroplanes has reached the 
London Daily Mail by way of Rotter* 
dam, 


“This Zeppelin/* says the account, 
“had been frequently seen cruising in 
the neighborhood of Brussels. About 
eight o’clock in the evening it was 
suddenly surrounded and attacked by 
twenty-seven aeroplanes. The Zeppe­ 
lin put up a spirited fight with ma­ 
chine guns and tried to escape by ris­ 
ing. But the aeroplanes meneuvered 
skilfully and gave the bulky airshin 
no chance. 


“Within a few minutes tho Zeppelin 
had received several mortal wounds 
and fell. 
All tho crew of sixty were 
killed. Two aeroplanes were destroyed 
by the Zeppelin's guns. 


SATURDAY. 


A Berlin dispatch 
intimates that 
Germany favors arbitrating its differ­ 
ences with the United States over the 
sinking of the Lusitania, 
Onofilclal 
opinion in'W ashington is that such a 
coursfe would be acceptable only il 
Germany agrees to stop her subma­ 
rine war on merchant vessels pending 
a decision, 


Petrograd reports that the Russian 
troops in Galicia have come to a stand 
along tho river San, and that Prze 
mysl is in no danger of capture. The 
Germans are said to have met re 
verses in the Baltic province of Cour* 
land and in north Poland, while the 
Austrians, in Bukowina, are reported 
in retreat along a front of ninety-foul 
miles. Vienna reports that the Austro- 
German advances continue in Galicia, 
and that ,Lupkow pass is in the hands 
of the Austrians.
